and is perpetuated to this very day on | 
the gold coinage of Great Britain. 

There was a day when the earth wa: 
populated with dragons. Their bones 
have been dug up all over the world | 
and may be seem by anyone in any 
museum, But geologists say that the 
last of them perished at least 4,000,000 | 
years ago. In their day the earth was | 
hot and moist; tne land was covered | 
with a vast tropical jungle and, so far 
as science has been able to discover, 
man had not yet made his appearance. 

And yet—the Chinese, the Greeks, 
the Jews, the Norsemen, the Gauls 
and Britons and Romans and Persians 
of the dark ages knew nothing of the 
bones of extinct monsters lying bur- 
ied under the earth. Whence then 
their conceptions of dragons? May it 
not be that these beasts and reptiles 
of millions of years gone by survived 
to a later day than the geologists are 
willing to confess and that men ac 
tually fou_ht and slew them? If such 
be the case the memory or the tra- 
dition of such fearsome combats would 
linger in the mouths of men and be 
transmitted from father to son in 
story and song, generation after gen- 
eration. How else account for the al- 
most universal belief in dragons that 
prevailed down to comparatively mod- 
ern days ? 

And would it be so very strange if 
in the hot swamps of Central Africa 
some descendants of these primeval 
monsters had survived throughout the 
ages? For these are regions which still 
resemble the world-wide forests of 
millions of years ago. They are al- 
most impenetrable, even to the na- 
tives, by reason of the heat, the mois 
ture and the mephitie vapors that 
rise from those immemorial marshes. 
White men have never yet ventured 
to explore them. They are too remote 
and the dangers are to great. These 
dangers are from reptiles, insects an* 
disease. Surely such regions might 
very well serve to harbor alive through 
the ages the dragons that roamed the 
world millions of years ago.

BONFIRES WILL BLAZE. 


They Will Proclaim the Coronation 
of King George. 


In every country of Great Britian 
and Treland great bonfires wiil blaze 
on the high hills on the night of June 
22, proclaiming the Coronation of King 
George. From the mountain tops de- 
tonating rockets are to be fired at 9.55 
p.m. The warning given, other roe- 
kets at 10 o'clock are to give the 
signal for the lighting of all the fires, 
and the people are asked to sing ‘‘God 
Save the King.” Another general flave 
is suggested at eleven o'clock, and all 
the hills to be illuminated with red, 
white and blue firework flames. Lon- 
don will also be Numinated that night 
on a seale never before attempted. 
The City Corporation is expected to 
set aside $5,000 for decoration and 
iluminations. The Westminister City 
Council has already allocated $385,000 
for that purpose, and large sums will 
be spent in private enterprise,
